He is Openly Denounced For Desertion 
of the Party and a Letter Is Sent to 
the State Central Committee Ar 
raigning the Statesm an For His De­ 
fection. 


C a r so n C ity , Nev., Sept 
18.—Sen 
ato r John P. Jones of Nevada has 
been requested by the 
republican 
state central committee to resign his 
seat in the United States senate, to 
which he was elected by republicans. 
This request is made in a long letter 
which was drafted by Chairman Tren- 
nor Coffin and approved by the state 
central committee a t a meeting held 
in this city. 
The letter exhaustively 
reviews Senator Jones’ letter of Aug. 
29 to the former chairm an of the com­ 
m ittee, Enoch Strother, in 
which 
Jones announces th a t he has le ft the 
republican party to join the populists, 
and severely criticizes his course of ac­ 
tion. 
The main points of the letter 
are as follows: 
You say th a t you have not changed 
your 
principles. 
Well 
and good. 
Then it follows th a t you have merely 
changed your name, and instead of 
calling yourself a republican you will 
hereafter term yourself a populist. 
Do the shining examples of populist 
influence (conspicuous among others 
th a t of your own colleague) w ith 
which you are daily and hourly con 
fronted in the senate justify the be­ 
lief th at such a charge will add to your 
prestige and power as a member of th a t 
body? 
Do not the cases of Sum­ 
ner and Schurz and Trum bull and 
many others furnish the most painful 
rem inders th a t the day upon which a 
b rilliant 
and 
distinguished party 
leader breaks away from the organi­ 
zation in which he has won all his 
fame marks the beginning of his po­ 
litical decline? Can you reasonably 
expect a different result? 
But by w hat m ental processes you 
arrive a t the conclusion th at the great 
“principle" involved requires you to 
p a rt w ith the republican party of 
Nevada, your letter entirely 
fails 
to disclose. 
You concede th a t we are 
true to the cause of silver. 
Then 
why do you abandon us? 
If we are 
true to silver, why does not devotion 
to th a t •“principle” of which you 
w rite so eloquently require you to re­ 
main true to us? Not only have we 
been true to the cause of silver, but 
we have been true to every other 
great principle th at you hold dear; 
and more than all, we have been 
fidelity itself to you. 
Then, we ask 
again, why have you abandoned us? 
The silver party does not accept 
your name, while the populist party 
■does not accept your creed, so th a t 
upon every recognized political prin­ 
ciple your are literally left w ithout 
party in the state of Nevada. 
The publication of your letter has 
not caused even a waver in their 
ranks, and no defection of any leader, 
however great and distinguished, wil 
cause them to swerve a hair’s breadth 
from w hat they believe to be their 
duty. 
In conclusion 
we desire to re 
mind you th a t you were electee 
to the 
United 
States 
senate 
as 
a republican, by the republican party 
In the strictest sense the office is 
political one, and the republican party 
is entitled to re presen to tion for the 
full term of six years from the 4th o:\ 
March, 1891. 
As you now announce 
th a t you can no longer act with the 
party th a t elected you, every con 
sideration of propriety and delicacy 
requires you to resign. 
In the name of the republican party 
of Nevada we respectfully request you 
to do so.

The battle opened Saturday morn­ 
ing a t daybreak w ith a direct can­ 
nonade upon the Chinese works, and 
this 
fire was 
continued 
w ithout 
cessation until 
after 
noon. 
The 
Chinese fought their guns well, re­ 
plying effectively to the Japanese. 
At 2 o’clock pi rn. a body of Japan­ 
ese infantry was throw n forward in 
skirmish order and kept up a rifle fire 
upon the enemy until dusk. 
All the 
fightirg during the day was done by 
Pong San column. 
The Chinese de­ 
fenses suffered exceedingly from the 
Japanese fire, hut it is doubtful if the 
losses on either side were great, as 
the troops, both Chinese and Japan­ 
ese took every advantage possible of 
the shelter which the earthw orks on 
one side, and the nature of the grounc 
on the other, afforded them. 
The flank attacks upon the Chinese 
post did not develop any m aterial ad­ 
vantage during the day, although the 
Japanese gained some in the position. 
But they mainly occupied the same 
ground a t night as when the attack 
upon the enemy was opened. 
The firing was continued a t intervals 
throughout the night. 
In the m ean­ 
time the two flanking columns of 
Japanese drew a cordon around the 
Chinese troops and a t 3 o’clock in the 
morning the Japanese attack was de­ 
livered sim ultaneously and with adm ir­ 
able pi elision. 
The Chinese lines, 
which were strong in front, were 
found to be weak in the rear and the 
Chinese, utterly unsuspicious of the 
Japanese attack from th a t quarter, 
were taken completely by surprise, 
became panic-stricken and were cut 
down and bayoneted by the hundreds. 
So well was the Japanese attack 
directed th a t the Chinese were sur­ 
rounded at every point and eventually 
sought safety in flight. 
Defending 
the entrenchm ent, however, were some 
of Viceroy Li Hung Chang's picked 
Chinese troops, drilled by Europeans. 
These soldiers made a determined 
stand to the last and were cut down 
to a man. 
The Pong San column, swarm ing 
over the damaged defenses of the Chi 
nese front, completed the route of the 
Chinese and the whole of the la t­ 
ter's position was captured by the 
troops of the Mikado. 
It is believed 
the Chinese suffered 16,000 killed, 
wounded or taken prisoners. 
Among 
the latter are several of the most 
prom inent officers 
of the Chinese 
army. 
W a s h in g to n , Sept 18 —A telegram 
has been received a t the Japanese 
legation announcing th a t a genera 
engagem ent between the 
Japanese 
and Chinese forces took place at Ping 
Yang, near the northern frontier ol! 
Corea, Sept 15, and resulted in a de 
cisive victory for the Japanese.

There was practically no 
insurance. 
The fire is a terrible blow 
to the town, and unless the rap road 
does something to encourage the peo­ 
ple it will be impossible to keep them 
here.

Well, these people invited to this 
great banquet of the text made most i 
frivolous excuses. 
The fact was, I

had.

I stopped one nightfall, years ago, 
at Frey burg, Switzerland, to hear the 
organ of world-wide celebrity in that 
place. 
I w ent into the cathedral at

All the accessories were 
favorable. 
There was only one light 
in all the cathedral, and th at a faint 
taper on the altar. 
I looked up into 
the venerable arches and saw the 
shadows of centuries, and when tho 
organ awoke, the cathedral awoke, 
and all the arches seemed to lift and 
quiver as the music came under tliem^ 
T hat instrum ent did not seem to be 
made out of wood and metal, but out 
of human hearts, so wonderfully did 
it pulsate w ith every motion; now 
laughing like a child, now 
like a tempest. 
At one moment the 
music would die away until you 
could hear the cricket chirp out­ 
side the wall, and then it would roll 
up until it seemed as if the surge of 
the sea and the crash of an avalanche 
had struck the organ pipes a t the 
same moment. 
At one time th at night 
it seemed as if a squadron of spirits 
weeping up from earth had met a 
squadron of descending angels whose 
glory beat back the woe. 
Standing 
there and looking a t the dim taper on 
the altar of the cathedral, I said: 
‘‘How much like many a Christian’s 
life! Shadows hover, and sometimes 
his hope is dim, and faint, and flicker­ 
ing, like a taper on the altar. 
But at 
w hat time Clod wills, the heavens 
break forth with music upon his soul, 
and the air becomes resonant as the 
angels of God beat it with their shin­ 
ing sceptres.” 
Oh, the Lord God has many fair and 
beautiful daughters; but the fairest 
of them all is she whose ways are 
pleasantness and whose paths are 
peace! 
Now, my brothers and sisters 
—for I have a right to call you also— 
I know some people look back on their 
ancestral line, and they see they are 
descended from the Puritans or Hu­ 
guenots, and they rejoice in that; but 
I look back on my ancestral line, and 
I see therein such a mingling and mix­ 
ture of the blood of all nationalities 
th at I feel akin to all the world, and 
by the blood of the Son of God, who 
died for all people, I address you in 
the bonds of universal brotherhood.

We got our heads so brim ful of theo­ 
logical wisdom th at we have to stand 
very straight lest they spill over. Now, 
w hat do the great masses of the peo­ 
ple care 
about the technicalities 
of religion? 
W hat do they 
care 
about the hypostatic union or the dif­ 
ference between sub-lapsarian and 
supra-lapsarian? W hat do they care 
for 3Tour profound explanations, clear 
as a London fog? When a man is 
drow ning he does not w ant you to 
stand b3T the dock and describe the 
nature of the w’ater into w’hicli he has 
fallen, and tell him there are two 
parts hydrogen gas and one of oxygen 
gas, within common density of thirty- 
nine Fahrenheit, turning to steam 
under a common atmospheric pressure 
of two hundred and twelve. 
He does 
not w ant a chemical lecture on water; 
he wants a rope. 
I 
Oh my friends, the curse of God on 
the church, it seems to me, in this 
day, is metaphysics. 
We speak in an 
unknown tongue in 
our 
Sabbath 
schools, and in our religious assem- 
, blades, and in our pulpits, and how 
can people be saved unless the 3T under­ 
stand us? 
e put on our official 
| vowns, and we think the two silk 
| balloons flapping a t the elobws of a 
preacher give him great sanctity. The 
river of God’s tru th flows dow n before 
! us pure and clear as orystaj; but we 


j take our theological stick and stir it 


j up, and stir it up, until we can not see 
I the bottom. 
Oh, for the simplicity of 


j Christ in all our instructions—the 
simplicity he practiced wrhen standing 
among the people, he took a lily, and 
said, “There is a lesson of the way I 
will clothe you;” and, pointing to a 
raven, said, “There is a lesson of the 
way I will feed you; 
consider the 
lilies—behold the fow ls” 
I think 
often 
in 
our religious 
instructions 
we 
compel 
people 
to 
stay 
out 
by our 
church ar­ 
chitecture. 
People come in and they 
find things angular, aud cold, and 
stiff, and they go away never again 
to come; when the church ought to be 
a great home circle, everybody having 
a hymn book, giving half of it to the 
one next to him, every one who has a 
hand to shake hands, shaking hands— 
the church architecture and the church 
surroundings saying to the people, 
“Come in and be a t home.”
